Signs of Life, he perſuaded ſome of the 
French to carry him to a Place of Safety, 
and was conducted along with him by the 
Officer, who was a Gentleman of great 
Humanity. All poſſible Care was taken 
of both; and, the Action over, they were 
ſent v0 7. ongres with other Priſoners. 
Tux Gentleman to whom he had ſur- 
ed, was the Marquis de Briſſac, Co- 
Jonel of 4 Regiment of Dragoons. His 
Politeneſs and good Manners, correſj 
ed with his Quality. He daily viſited the
